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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


Deerfield,  N.  H.,  February  1,  1952 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  fifth  annual 
reporl:  of  the  Deerfield  educational  system.  May  I  ex- 
press my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  those  men, 
women,  and  children  who  have  laid  another  milestone 
in  the  education  of  the  youth  of  the  town. 

Because  of  illness,  Mrs.  Ethel  M.  Barney  was  un- 
able to  finish  the  school  year  and  continue  her  teaching 
duties.  She  was  replaced  by  Mrs..  Rena  M.  Sanborn 
of  Candia.  At  the  beginning  of  the  new  school  year  in 
September,  1951,  Miss  Isabel  A.  Morrill  of  Littleton, 
N.  H.,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers'  College  and 
with  one  year's  teaching  experience,  was  elected  to 
Grades  1  and  2.  Mrs.  Benware  returned  to  Grades  3, 
4,  and  5,  but  owing  to  sickness  in  the  family,  may  be 
unable  to  finish  the  year.  During  her  absence  up  to 
date,  Mrs.  Sanborn  has  again  been  drafted  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  Mr.  Gale  returned  as  principal  and  teacher 
in  Grades  6,  7,  and  8.  Mrs.  Reed,  Mrs.  Stevens,  and 
Miss  Cronin  have  continued  in  the  same  capacity  as 
before — Music,  Art  and  the  School  Nurse  respectively. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernest  F.  Stevens,  Jr.,  left  the  school  as 
custodians  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernest  Howard  were  hired 
in  their  places,  Mrs.  Howard  as  the  lunch  supervisor, 
and  Mr.  Howard  as  the  janitor. 

Your  new  school  building  was  dedicated  in  the  fall 
of  1951  and  has  been  in  operation  for  over  a  year.  Ex- 
perience is  the  greatest  teacher  of  all  and  building 
school  houses  cannot  be  overlooked  in  such  a  category. 
With  the  help  of  many  local  organizations  and  service 
clubs,  as  well  as  devoted  and  interested  individuals, 
many  furnishings,  material  and  equipment  were  added. 
However,  there  have  been  many  small  items  that  were 
unforeseen  until  they  actually  became  necessary  for 
the  school.  These  matters  are  being  smoothed  out 
and  completed  as  time  progresses. 
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The  lunch  program  has  been  the  focus  of  all  eyes 
and  in  the  thoughts  of  many  parents  and  citizens  since 
November.  It  was  rather  difficult  to  decide  just  how 
this  new  department  in  the  school  would  function. 
Board  meetings  were  numerous  in  order  to  decide  how 
far  we  would  be  able  to  go  and  who  the  supervisor 
would  be.  However,  after  two  months  of  looking  and 
talking,  the  lunch  program  opened  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Geraldine  Howard.  Again  experience  will  have 
to  be  given  considerable  credit  for  improving  and  de- 
veloping this  educational  project. 

After  the  legislature  had  completed  the  work  of 
aid  to  schools  and  after  the  formula  based  on  the  ad- 
justed valuation  of  the  town  was  set  up  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  Deerfield  received  no  State  Aid.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  in  the  previous  year  the  State  Aid 
had  been  $3,421.63  and  in  estimating  the  budget  this 
amount  was  again  used  as  income,  the  elimination  of 
any  State  Aid  whatsoever  threw  the  burden  of  the  en- 
tire budget— less  Trust  Funds  of  $300.00— on  the  tax- 
payer. Whether  we  Hke  it  or  not,  this  fact  has  to  be 
faced  for  1951-52. 

The  greatest  financial  blow  to  the  district  will  be 
the  amount  necessary  for  high  school  tuitions.  The 
amount  of  $5,500.00  was  estimated  for  tuitions  to  sec- 
ondary schools  for  this  year,  1951-1952,  and  since  that 
estimate  the  tuition  rate  has  changed  again  especially 
at  Coe-Brown  Academy  and  Manchester  High  School,  an 
article  must  be  placed  in  the  warrant  to  meet  a  deficit 
on  this  year's  budget  because  of  it. 

To  add  insult  to  injury,  tuition  rates  have  jumped 
sharply  again  for  1952-1953  so  that  at  Manchester  we 
must  pay  $275.00  per  pupil,  at  Coe-Brown  Academy 
$272.00  per  pupil,  Pembroke  Academy  $230.00  per  pu- 
pil, and  at  Raymond  $235.00  per  pupil.  Based  on  the 
number  of  pupils  in  these  schools  this  year  from  Deer- 
field,  the  amount  estimated  to  be  raised  for  tuition  will 
be  $7,100.00  for  1952-1953. 
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Let  us  ask  ourselves  what  the  limit  is  going  to  be. 
No  one,  of  course,  is  able  to  predict  with  any  certainty. 
However,  let  us  look  into  one  phase  of  the  problem. 
Suppose  the  time  comes,  and  it  surely  will,  for  Man- 
chester or  Raymond  or  Coe-Brown  or  any  other  sec- 
ondary school  to  say  to  school  boards  of  Hooksett,  Au- 
burn, Pembroke,  Candia,  and  Deerfield  that  local  pupils 
must  be  accepted  first  and  therefore  we  have  room  in 
our  high  schools  for  only  those  pupils,  after  our  own, 
who  have  a  "rank"  of  85  per  cent  or  better.  This  has 
been  done  for  many  years  in  colleges.  What  conclu- 
sions are  evident  ?  Well,  for  one,  it  will  mean  that  only 
the  children  in  the  upper  20  per  cent  of  every  graduat- 
ing class  from  these  smaller  schools  will  be  able  to  enter 
high  school.  That  being  the  case,  what  is  to  become 
of  the  other  80  per  cent  of  these  graduates?  Just 
think  a  moment.  Does  it  mean  that  in  this  land  of 
equal  opportunity  just  because  your  child  is  not  an  ex- 
ceptional student  he  must  be  deprived  of  any  further 
formal  education?  Is  American  education  being  re- 
tarded? 

This  discussion  throws  the  problem  right  into  the 
lap  of  the  parent  and  the  taxpayer.  What  is  the 
answer?  Probably  the  only  answer  is  consolidation — 
consolidation  of  school  districts.  In  such  a  consolida- 
tion, financial  costs  would  be  distributed  within  the 
consolidated  area  and  every  child  would  have  the  op- 
portunity to  be  at  least  exposed  to  a  secondary  school 
education  at  district  expense. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  through  the  Com- 
missioner and  the  staff  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education  will  gladly  aid  in  any  way  at  public  gather- 
ings or  meetings  to  discuss  and  advise  the  school  board, 
the  parent,  and  taxpayers  of  the  district  anywhere  and 
at  any  time  on  this  subject. 

May  I  again  thank  the  children,  teachers.  School 
Board,  parents,  and  citizens  who  have  so  graciously 
helped  to  make  this  first  year  in  the  new  building  a 
success.     May  we  continue  to  cooperate  and  advance 
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the  cause  of  America  through  the  education  of  the 
children  of  the  town.

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  June  30,  1949-June 
30,  1950,  (Exhibit  A) — Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as 
of  June  30,  1949,  and  June  30,  1950,  are  presented  in 
Exhibit  A.  As  indicated  therein,  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  School  District  changed  during  the  year 
from  a  Surplus  of  $422.40  to  a  Net  Debt  of  $41,122.51. 

Statement  of  Bonded  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  B) 
A  Statement  of  Bonded  Indebtedness,  as  of  June  30, 

1950,  showing  annual  maturities  of  principal  and  an- 
nual interest  requirements,  is  contained  in  Exhibit  B. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and 
Expenditures,  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Ex- 
hibits C  and  D) — Comparative  statements  of  appro- 
priations and  expenditures,  estimated  and  actual  reve- 
nues for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,-  1950,  are  pre- 
sented in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  indicated  by  the  bud- 
get summary  (Exhibit  D)  a  net  unexpended  balance 
of  appropriations  of  $200.69,  less  a  net  revenue  deficit 
of  $98.62,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $102.07. 

GENERAL  BUILDING  FUND  ACCOUNT— Sum- 
mary of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  K) — The 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  General  Building  Fund 
Account  for  the  period  from  May  5,  1950,  to  March  12, 

1951,  were  examined.  A  summarized  statement  of  this 
account  is  included  in  Exhibit  K.  Proof  of  the  bal- 
ance as  of  March  12,  1951,  is  shown  in  Exhibit  K-1. 

It  is  noted  that  in  addition  to  the  total  expenditures 
made  from  this  fund  to  March  12,  1951,  amounting  to 
$58,345.52,  there  were  expenditures  of  $1,202.16  made 
in  connection  with  the  new  school  building  out  of  the 
general  funds  of  the  District. 

MISCELLANEOUS  BUILDING  FUND  AC- 
COUNTS— Summary  statements  of  each  of  the  in- 
dividual school  building  fund  accounts  are  presented  in 
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exhibits  L  to  S,  inclusive.  A  separate  savings  bank 
account  was  maintained  for  each  fund.  These  bank 
books  were  examined  and  withdrawal  of  funds  checked 
against  expenses  paid.  In  each  case  the  account  was 
finally  closed  out  by  a  transfer  of  the  balance  to  the 
General  School  Building  Fund.  Such  transfers  may 
be  traced  from  the  various  funds  (Exhibits  L  to  S)  to 
the  General  Building  Fund  Account  (Exhibit  K) . 

In  some  cases  it  was  noted  that  expenditures  were 
made  directly  out  of  cash  receipts  which  had  not  been 
deposited  in  the  bank. 

HARVEY  ESTATE  FUND— (Exhibit  M)— The 
total  receipts  of  the  Harvey  Estate  Fund,  as  shown 
by  Exhibit  M,  amounted  to  $5,446.67.  The  expendi- 
tures made  therefrom  totalled  $4,357.96,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  $1,088.71  which  was  transferred  to  the  Gen- 
eral School  Building  Fund. 

It  is  noted,  however,  that  additional  payments  in- 
cident to  acquiring  title  to  the  Harvey  Estate  amount- 
ing to  $709.89,  were  made  out  of  the  general  funds  of 
the  School  District.  There  was  also  a  payment  of 
$97.76  made  out  of  the  Deerfield  Community  Fund.  If 
these  additional  payments  are  added  to  the  payments 
which  were  made  from  the  Harvey  Estate  Fund,  itself, 
the  account  would  be  as  follows :

The  exhibits  which  are  presented  as  part  of  this 
report  reflect,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  belief, 
the  recorded  financial  transactions  of  the  School  Dis- 
trict during  the  period  under  review. 

Our  thanks  is  hereby  expressed  to  the  officials  of 
the  Deerfield  School  District  and  custodians  of  the 
special  funds  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of 
the  audit.
